One of Nine 
Stalingrad 
Vets Alive 


NEW YORK, July 23—(NANA). 
Only some 10,000 still survive of 
the approximately 90,000 German | 
troops captured by the Reds at 
Stalingrad, it is reported by an/| 
Austrian doctor, Field Surgeon’ 
Hans Dibold, who was with this 
Nazi force, in his book, “Doctors 
at Stalingrad,” recently published 
at Salzburg. 

The other 80,000 men all died 
of wounds, illness, hunger and 
hardship, although some listed by 
the Soviets as dead may still be 
held behind. the iron eurtain, the 
doctor adds. 

Dr. Dibold’s narrative closes the 
story of the nearly 250,000 Ger- 


man soldiers trapped at Stalingrad 
—of whom about 100,000 were; 
killed in battle, sormne 45,000 were | 
wounded and evacuated by air | 
and approximately 90,000 were 
captured. Exhaustion, freezing, ' 
typhus, spotted fever and hunger 
plagued the Hitlerian hordes and 
were battled by a mere handful 
of army doctors. 

Dibold, nevertheless, relates 
many instances to support Russian 
sympathy for the wounded pris- 
oners.. Soviet docto#s, for instance, 
gave much of their own tiny re- 
serves of penicillin to the German | 
physicians. Russian civilians, | 
themselves starving, brought bread | 
for the Germans.

Find New Streptomycin

WASHINGTON, July 23—A new streptomycin has been 


discovered by Department of 


Agriculture Scientists. 


Slightly less potent against bacteria in test tubes, it also 
may be less poisonous and less likely to become useless be- 
cause of the ability of germs to acquire immunity to it than 
the present standardized drug. 


These are the major drawbacks 
at present to one of the most po- 
tent antibiotics yet known and 
have made it of little value 
against some maladies where it 
origifially showed great promise. 

Streptomycin is obtained from 


a soil fungus fairly common in 
the United States. The new ma- 


streptomycin, except by 
complicated tests, Dr. Benedict 
explains, and nothing is known 


about its toxicity. The test-tube | 


trials, however, have shown that 
it is quite potent against bacteria.

The 1950 Georgia primary was the

That there is still finagling in politics 
is evidenced in an editorial by Editor Ed 
Methvin in The Eastman Times Journal.

mined that a pool was formed to which 
three or four candidates and several ‘very 
interested’ persons contributed a sum esti- 
mated at $20,000 to $30,000. 

“The distorted idea is that the pooled 
money was to be used for the purchase 
of votes for the candidates running as a 
threesome. It shouldn’t be the duty of the 
ordinary citizen to worry over whether or 
not the money was spent as agreed. It is 
our belief, however, that the people of this 
county better start worrying seriously, and 
with clear heads, over why some candi- 
dates are so deadly intent upon being 
elected to office, regardless of the price 
or method involved. 

“The thought-provoking question should 
be: What’s the pay-off and to whom?” 

Aye, that is the $20,000 or $30,000 ques- 

tion. A candidate—or a group—would 
hardly invest that much just for the honor 
of the thing. 
' CEKLOR is making fine progress to- 
ward cleaning up Georgia elections, but 
not to the point that the civic-minded 
vigilantes of the ballot box can disband 
and go home.

Are Back in Style 


Still to be seen are the wartime book 
matches with the advertising message: 
“Buy U. S. War Bonds—We Must Win.” 

There is an old saying to the effect 
that if you keep something long enough it 
will come back in style. 

War Bonds are back in style, though 
the Treasury Department has not as yet 
designated them as such, preferring to 
retain for the present the name Savings 
Bonds. : 

But the public doesn’t go in for such 
hair-splitting distinction. — 

During the uneasy peace that preceded

outbreak of fighting in Korea, interest in 
bonds was discouraging. In a desperate 
effort, the Treasury initiated the Inde- 
pendence Loan Campaign which began 
May 15. Until Korea only 53 percent of 
the goal was reached in Georgia. But in 
the final 17 days of the campaign the State 
over-subscribed the quota by $300,000. 

For example, in Atlanta only 57 percent 


of the bond goal had been subscribed on 


June 30. The conflict in Korea brought 
sales soaring for the next 17 days so that 
when the drive ended the City had bought 
109 percent of the goal. The same was 
true in Savannah, except that Savan- 
nahans jumped subscriptions to 120 per- 
cent of the quota. Richmond leaped from 
39 percent of its goal on June 30 to 100 
percent 17 days later. 

Though the drive has ended success- 
fully, that does not mean there no longer 
is need for individuals to purchase bonds. 
Higher taxes will take care of some of the 
extra defense costs, but not all. More- 
over, the greater amount of bonds in the 
hands of private citizens the more stabil- 
izing is the effect upon the economy. Bond 
buying is a two-edged weapon in the fight 
against Communism. It provides more 
badly-needed armament. And it decreases 
the danger of ruinous inflation, both dur- 
ing a war and after.

Jesup and Wayne 
Get the Facts 


The Jesup and Wayne County Cham- 
ber of Commerce has come up with an an- 
nual report which gives a complete pic- 
ture of development in that City and Coun- 
ty in the past decade. 

In a series of half-page graphs incor- 
porated in the report, the Chamber shows, 
for instance, that the population of Jesup 
has increased 63 per cent while that of 
the County is up nine per cent. Electrical, 
telephone and water connections, postal 
receipts, bank deposits, dwelling units and 
other pertinent information—valuable to 
citizens and prospective industry alike— 
are shown for both City and County. Re- 
tail sales, incidentally, are up 279 per cent, 
far above the national average increase. 


Neither does the report hesitate to re- 
veal a problem that is pressing Jesup and 
Wayne County, just as it is almost every 
other city and county in the State. Even 
though school costs have gone up 94 per 
cent, crowded conditions are reflected in 
figures showing there now are 50 stu- 
dents per classroom whereas 10 years ago 
there were only 33. 

A great deal of thought, and time and 
effort as well, went into compiling the re- 
port. It obviously is the product of an 
alert organization that believes in build- 
ing the community on the solid basis of 
facts.

Time for 
Bipartisan Cabinet? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman is not ex- 
pected to heed any too hurriedly the demands 
made by Senator Knowland, of California, that 

he “put some Republicans in the cabinet for a Government of 
national unity” during the Korean crisis. If the situation should 
get worse, wherein we are faced with greater thneats of another 
world war, then the President might act along lines suggested 
by the California Republican. 

Until then, however, he is likely to proceed with his present 
cabinet unchanged. One reason that would restrain him from such 
a move at this time is that to reshuffle his cabinet now by bring- 
ing in Republicans to give it a national unity complexion would be 
unduly alarming to the American people. It would tend to em- 
phasize the war hysteria of the country that has come with the 
Far Eastern crisis. 


Effects The President is naturally anxious not to do anything 

to contribute to the feeling of uncertainty and anxiety 
that already exists. As it is, a lot of frightened people are already 
rushing in and buying up articles which usually become scarce or 
rationed in time of war. If he put the cabinet more on a war foot- 
ing, that might be provocation for the alarm to spread. The end 
result might be the necessity for restoring some Government con- 
trols which are not now contemplated. 

President Truman, although more of a partisan than his pre- 
decessor, is not averse to bringing Republicans into the Govern- 
ment as his record thus far has shown. He appointed Paul G. 
Hoffman, a Republican, to be head of the great ECA organization, 
and he named another Republican, former Senator Burton, of Ohio, 
to the Supreme Court. Others have been appointed to various lesser 
posts. 

But Mr. Truman has seen enough of Government to know that 


“. national unity is not achieved merely by bringing members of the 


opposition party into the cabinet. Whatever may have been his 
motives, the late President Roosevelt tried that prior to our entry 
into the last war and it failed. Ten months after the outbreak of 
the war in Europe and six months before the 194) national elec- 
tion Mr. Roosevelt appointed two prominent Republicans to his 
cabinet. Henry L. Stimson, a former cabinet officer under two Re- 
publican administrations, was named Secretary of War and Frank 
Knox, the GOP Vice Presidential nominee in 1936, was made Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 


© aS Instead of bringing about national unity, the move 
Susp a only brought dissension among the Republicans. 
Looking back on the incident, it is amazing to recall that more than 
half of the Republicans then in the Senate voted to reject the 
Stimson nomination, while almost a fourth of them voted against 
Knox. 

The Republicans suspected that FDR, master political strategist 
that he was, was out more to scuttle their election chances than to 
bring about unity. The nominations of Stimson and Knox exploded 
like a boom shell in the GOP national convention, which was meet- 
ing at the time, and the delegates spent more time denouncing the 
action than they did anything else for the first few days. 

Little consideration was paid to whether a man was a Republi- 
can or a Democrat in filling most of the important Governmental 
wartime jobs. Yet we were far from achieving national unity, save 
on the score of winning the war. 


History During World War I Woodrow Wilson rejected demands 
for forming a bipartisan cabinet. Although he appointed 
Republicans to many important war administrative posts, he con- 
fined his cabinet to Democrats, believing that the party in power 
governed more efficiently when its responsibility was undivided.

his crime was no worse than those of the Communist traitors in the Baltic and Balkan States. It 
was no worse than that of the French Communist traitors who incited French soldiers to surrender 
or run away when Stalin's ally, Adolf Hitler, fell on France in 1940, 


The fact that this country psychologically 
loathed Quisling and made his very name a 
synonym. for the foulest treachery while the 
names of pro-Soviet traitors in other States were 
glossed over, is indicative of the bad faith and 
cynicism of our own administration in those days. 


The disgraceful report of the Tydings 
Committee on Senator McCarthy’s charges 
proves that the party which administers our 
Government and got us into this terrible fix 
with Russia still suffers from this apathy 
toward Communists. Even conceding his 
faults of method for the sake of argument, 
although they were but typical of the gross- 
ness of Congress in dealing with citizens, this 
was one case in which the Senators should 
have been Americans first and should have 
attacked the enemy instead of trying to dis- 
grace the aceuser. 


I noted a similar attitude in the prevailing 
press and radio comment on McCarthy, much 
of it rank propaganda set forth as news. Some 
journalists, purporting to be reporters and in- 
terpreters on the air, took it upon themselves to 
try to discredit McCarthy by insinuations about 
his income and his tax returns when their obvious 
professional and patriotic duty was to try to 
eonfirm the facts which he pointed to. 

To be sure, they were hampered as all of us 
are by the evil rule of the Federal Courts which 
protects Communists and fellow-travelers from 
denunciation. But their bad faith was shown in 
challenges to McCarthy to repeat his accusations 
off the floor where his immunity would not pro- 
tect him from ruinous litigation. They knew 
McCarthy was no more able financially to waive 
immunity than they were. What else was that 
immunity conferred for but to let him utter his 
charges subject to no financial liability? 

Henry Wallace often has been described, in 
mitigation of his conduct, as an idealist, mystic 
and dreamer. These are somehow winsome 
terms although, in combination, in Henry’s case,

they always have seemed to me to suggest a be- 
lief that he was, let us say, unreliable. It is a 
strange fact, too, that, so far as I know, none of 
those who give him this harmless character ever 
has weighed the value of the strange letters 
which Henry undoubtedly wrote to his Guru, 
Nicholas Roerich.

To me, 
the quality of it softens Henry's guilt in running 
with the Communists and standing forth as their 
candidate in 1948 although he maintained 
throughout his “campaign” that he was not a 
Communist himself. I don’t believe he was, in 
the sense of being a party member, but his po- 
litical convictions are mixed up in a wild swirl 
of spiritual economics and Oriental esoterics, 


Now Henry has walked out on his own 
party, the socalled Progressive, which was all 
the Communist Party that we had in 1948, 
but more in sorrow than in anger. He 
wants peace as he has been proclaiming ever 
since he walked out of Truman’s cabinet and 
his insinuation always has been that anyone 
who disagreed with his incoherencies was 
hell bent for war. 


The agony of that is that probably not one 
American has wanted this war of Stalin’s and 
that Henry, though doubtless sincere, did more 
than any other American to comfort and aid 
Stalin on the road to the thirthy-eighth parallel.

He Smells It The sailor who has spent his life traveling 
the seven seas knows when a storm is coming 

before the barometer gives its scientific warning. He smells it. 

The veteran cowboy has that same sixth sense with his cattle. 
He can smell danger before it begins and rides herd with a horse 
that is a part of his being. 

It may be instinct, or acclimatization or character acquired 
by disciplines or habits that for want of a better name we call 
“second nature.” A veteran railroad man can spot another one 
across the street without ever meeting him. A veteran ball player 
has habits of thought that set him apart from all other but fellow 
players, even as the doctors knows the doctor and the lawyer the 
lawyer by a word or a phrase as just “the look o’ ‘im.” 

Billingsgate, the mile square fish market at the Thames in 
London, has a language all its own that has developed through 
the centuries.

Each to his breed knows instantly when you speak that you 
are “a cowan or an eavesdropper” and are not to be trusted with 
the inside price of fish, or meat or vegetables.

CHARLES, Va., July 23—@.)—A young mother and her 
infant son could thank the bravery of a 60-year-old Negro brake-

Jim Dowell, a 30-year veteran of service with the Southern 
Railway, looked down the track from his caboose seat and spotted 
16-month-old Jimmie Woodward leaning over the tracks. The 
child was only 60 feet from the moving train. | 

Conductor Hugh “Slim” .Kestner - tugged 
air brakes but could not check the speed of the train as

Alert Dowell leaped from the caboose and began running 
along the tracks with the train only feet behind him..At the same 
time, Mrs. Frances Woodward, 23, mother’of child, saw her son 
and also started running toward him. 

Dowell scooped up the child with his left. hand and then 
pushed the mother to safety with his right, diving off the tracks 
with the same motion. The caboose missed the Negro by scant 
inches as it roared past.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—(UP)—Chairman Millard E.

Stowers also tells of the recent 
/experimental flight of a plane fly- 
ing 620 miles an hour at only 50 
feet above the ground. “The cock- 
pit temperature,” he reveals,.“due 
to friction of air over the plane 
surfaces, rose to 165 degrees in a 
matter of -minutes. A pilot could 
literally be roasted alive at this 
ternmperature in a short time unless 
his enclosure were cooled.” 


The life-saver was a small re- 
frigeration unit, the result of five 
years and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in development. Its tur- 
bine rotates 100,000 times per 
minute; it weighs only 14 pounds,
